Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Weinberg et al. (572). Weinberg et al. teaches the limitations as recited in claims 1-38 
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as software and systems that are generating load tests using server access logs and 
Vusers that are simulated or virtual users created by recording and replaying user 
sessions.(col. 32, lines 38-47) The user sessions are modifiable and traceable. Metrics 
are recorded for the Vuser, each having its own client identity and can be grouped with 
other Vusers to represent different user interactions on the network. Filters are 
disclosed that include global filtering at col. 15, lines 27 and figures 1, and 4-6. Further 
see Figures 1-32, especially figures 25-32, with related text, a more detailed description 
of these services starts at col. 2, lines 28 et seq. and is specific to the virtual users 
(Vuser) for testing the network starting at col. 31 , lines 61 et seq.
